Coleman Buys $200 
Quota; Bellevue And 
Blairmore Fall Be Be¬ 
low Quota 

Coleman citizens held high their 
reputation of being solidly behind 
any venture that seeks to finance 
Canada’s war effort to stamp out 
Hitlerism. On Monday evening they 
flocked to the Palace theatre, 
which in conjunction with other 
theatres from coast to coast, was 
thrown open to the public, ad¬ 
mission being the purchase of two 
25c war savings stamps, retained 
by the purchaser. Each of Cole's 
Pass theatres was given $200 worth 
of savings stamps. Coleman easily 
absorbed its quota. Wm. Cole, 
proprieter of the theatre, had $26 
worth of stamps left over at 8.30 
p.m. when the show was scheduled 
to start. He appealed to the pat¬ 
rons to buy them. In less than 
three minutes the stamps were sold 
and many persons were seen put¬ 
ting money back into their pock¬ 
ets, having brought it forth to 
buy part of the available stamps. 
Mr. Cole could easily have sold 
$100 worth more stamps. 

$180 at Blairmore 

At Blairmore there was a good 
attendance at the theatre, but only 
$180 worth of stamps were pur¬ 
chased and this included an appeal 
from the floor of the theatre by 
Mr. Cole, who came down from 
Coleman to see how the stamp sale 
had gone over at this theatre. 

Bellevue lagged badly, only $130 
being sold. No attempt was made 
however, from the floor of the 
theatre to sell additional stamps. 

The films shown at the theatres 
were donated, but an expenditure 
of better than $300 was borne by 
Mr. and Mrs. Cole. Wages and 
overhead in addition to miscellan¬ 
eous expenditures were met by 
them. In. addition they purchas¬ 
ed practically all of the broken 
books of stamps rather than turn 
them back into the post-office. 
They are to be heartily con¬ 
gratulated on this patriotic ges¬ 
ture.

THEY SEEK PASSPORTS FOR CHILDREN 


London.—The government hopes to 
enrol every man, woman and child in 
the United Kigdom in a “column of 
silent soldiers” pledged to kill rumors 
and defeatist talk. 

They will be asked to fight then* 
enemies: 

1. Rumors completely false or 
partly true which tend to cause con¬ 
fusion in civilians’ minds. 

2. Gossip which puts in circula¬ 
tion military information which 
might reach the enemy. 

3. Defeatist talk regarding the- 
war effort. 

A Suggested slogan is "Sew your 
lips with khaki cotton lest you say 
what’s best forgotten.” 

"Chatter boxes” will be placed in 
hotels, clubs and homes. People who 
circulate rumors or talk Indiscreetly 
will be Invited to drop in a contri¬ 
bution for charity.

—newspaper, magazine, advertising 




It is pointed out that rumors and 
depressing gossip often are inspired 
by the enemy. The Nazi developed 
propaganda into a deadly weapon.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 

L AST WEEK the Canadian people were told over the 
radio by Hon. J. L. Ralston and Hon. C. G. Power 
that Canada’s man power is to be mobilized and trained 
for war. You can offer your services voluntarily, but if 
you don’t, and your age is between 18 and 45 years, then 
you are liable to be compelled to serve. That is the gist 
of the talk. 

THOUGH Canada’s ports are in no immediate dan¬ 
ger, yet it is not wise to wait until the Hun is at the gates. 
Every man can be given an elementary training in the 
use of arms in a few weeks, and for national defence this 
will be done. Of course, enlistment in the active service 
force will be encouraged, as well as enrolment in the 
non-permanent active militia. But all Canadian citizens 
will be called on to share in defence measures, for “the 
courage of our people is all that stands between freedom 
and slavery,” stated Mr. Power. 

EQUALITY of service will be the rule, no favoritism 
will be shown to the rich over the poor. Every- man 
must assume the full duties of citizenship, ancNthe gov¬ 
ernment will register all man power. Canadians will 
cheerfully accept the duties that must be fulfilled if we 
are to win the war. Business may have to suffer, incon¬ 
veniences may be caused, but what are these compared 
to the uncertainty of life and death which hangs over the 
people of the British Isles. 

A TRIP over the Columbia Icefields Highway* con¬ 
necting Banff with Jasper, via Lake Louise, is an 
experience of a lifetime. Pictures and newspaper 
articles have not exaggerated in their descriptions one 
little bit the magnificent scenic attractions which unfold 
themselves as the traveller passes along. Canada has a 
national asset in the Rocky Mountains which nobody can 
exploit or take away, and the new highway should as the 
years pass prove an ever increasing attraction to the 
tourist from all over the American continent, and fur¬ 
ther afield. The Canadian Pacific, with its magnificent 
hotels at Banff and Lake Louise, and the Canadian Na¬ 
tional with its beautiful Jasper Park Lodge and bunga¬ 
lows, play a great part in attracting people to the 
Rockies, and even the briefest stay at any of these places 
makes one feel he is in an enchanted land. 

A SONG that has leapt into popularity recently 
and is heard on radio, Wurlitzers in restaurants, 
on bands at country fairs, and is whistled by the boys 
on the streets, is “There’ll Always Be An England.” It 
has an appeal which stirs the emotions and re-awakens 
a love of country, and of the Empire, for the name 
England stands as a symbol of the entire British Com¬ 
monwealth of Nations. Wars usually produce stirring 
martial songs which give an outlet tor the feelings of 
the people. Back in South African war days there was 
“The Absent Minded Beggar;” in the Great War of 
1914-18 “Tipperary” and “The Rose of No Man’s 
Land” held the spotlight of popularity, while another 
that later became very popular was “Land of Hope and 
Glory.” These songs carry both pleasant and poignant 
memories. 

I N the latest war song, the words: 

There’ll always be an England, 

And England shall be free, 

If England means as much to you, 

As England means to me! 
reminds us that as we cherish freedom and democratic 
ideals, we must realize that to retain these ideals heavy 
responsibilities must be assumed. We have taken for 
granted the freedom we possess, perhaps relying too 
much on a few to safeguard those democratic prin¬ 
ciples which are in striking contrast to the regimented 
policies of dictator countries. All who heard Winston 
Churchill last Sunday were impressed with the fact 
that courage and fortitude are the assets of a free 
people which will eventually win the war, long though 
the struggle may be. As the song says: 

Freedom remains, these are the chains, 
Nothing can break. 

C COURAGE and fortitude are the bulwarks of a 
J democratic people against servile submission to 
dictators. Britain is fighting alone, not for herself, as 
Winston Churchill pointed out, but for those nations 
which though subdued by intrigue and treachery, may 
yet rise again to enjoy the liberties which have been 
crushed by the iron heel of Nazi-ism. And in the tight 
! little island of Great Britain men, women, and children 
j will bear with fortitude the trials which undoubtedly 
will come with increasing violence in a supreme effort 
by Germany to demoralize them. But they will stand 
firm, with a leader like Churchill at their head. It is 
our part to give all we can in men, money and resources 
if we too, are to remain free.

Found Guilty of Breaking And 
Entering, And Supplying Liquor 
to Minors 

Appearing before Magistrate 
Gresham on Wednesday charged 
on two counts, Edwin Barrett, 
24 years, of East Coleman, was 
sentenced to serve three months 
on each count in the Lethbridge 
jail, sentences to run consecu¬ 
tively.
